NE-QRP Build A Better VXO Contest 


Variable-frequency crystal oscillators (VX0s) are popular for portable 
equipment. Unfortunately, the range over which a crystal frequency can 
be "pulled" is limited. On the 80-meter band, you re lucky to get 5 
kHz of coverage from a single crystal. To stimulate thinking toward 
better VXOs, we're going to have a little contest at our Mid-Winter 
meeting at ARRL Hq. 


Here are the rules: 


We supply a frequency counter, receiver and regulated12-V power 
supply. Your VXO must be powered from our supply, and must draw no 
more than 100 mA at 12V. 


Your VXO must be buffered so that its frequency is not noticeably 
pulled when the high-impedance input of the counter is connected to 
the circuit point you specify as OUTPUT. 


Your VXO can have only ONE, continuosly variable frequency control. 
The SINGLE frequency determining element of your VXO must be a 
3.579...-MHz quartz crystal, with frequency marked on the holder by 
the manufacturer. Ceramic resonators are NOT permitted. 

Output of the VXO must be on the 80-meter amateur band. 

You must have available a complete schematic diagram of your VXO, with 
all component values indicated. You must be willing and able to open 
your VFO for inspection if requested by the judges. 

Judging will be performed as follows: 

Your VXO will be connected to the power supply and its current 


consumption verified. You will adjust the frequency to its high-end 
frequency. 


The receiver will be tuned to the VXO frequency and the counter will 
be connected. At this point, the judges will verify that the frequency 
is not pulled when the counter is connected. 


The judges will note the HIGH-END FREQUENCY of the VXO. You will then 
tune the VXO to its low-end frequency, which will also be noted by the 
judges. 


The VXO will then be left at this LOW-END FREQUENCY for one minute, 
during which time it cannot drift more than 50 Hz. 


The judges will subtract the measured low-end frequency from the 
measured high-end frequency to determine the MAXIMUM FREQUENCY SWING 
for your VXO. 


The VXO having the greatest maximum frequency swing will be declared 
the winner, subject to verification of performance by the judges. In 
the case of ties, frequency stability over a period of time up to 10 
minutes from 1 minute after initial application of power will be used 
to determine the winner. 


The judges will reserve the right to inspect any and all VXOs to 
confirm that they are functioning as VXOs and not VFOs, and that the 
specified crystal is in place. 


Each person present at the meeting may enter only one VXO. 


Other rules may be applied as necessary by the judges, who will be 
selected at the meeting at ARRL HQ next year.

Hi... 


As a result of the article in QST, November 94 and some of the comments 
on the QRP-L mailing list, I decided to order the 30M version of Dave's 
(NN1G) transceiver. I sent my money order in in late November and 
received my kit on the Dec 29. 


I opened the large envelope and found a PCB (silkscreened and solder 
masked), manual, bag of parts and 4 small envelopes with the additional 
parts that could be easily confused if mixed in with the rest. One 
envelope had the FTXX-43 cores and another the FTXX-61 cores (these are 
not color coded so are difficult to tell apart). Another envelope had 
the wire for winding the toroids and the zener diodes (taped to a sheet 
and labelled). 


I read through the manual to get an overview before starting to build 
the kit. I followed the described sequence for putting the parts on the 
board. The quality of the board was very good and all the parts went on 
without any trouble, with one exception - the small variable capacitors 
had one lead wider than the other and wouldn't fit through the hole. I 
had to enlarge two holes on the board. 


Annoyance number 1 was the parts list/silkscreen. The parts list 
doesn't give values for the resistors as these are marked on the board 
overlay in the manual, but parts designators aren't marked on the 
silkscreen. There was also one error on the silkscreen - C1 is labelled 
as C2. 


Annoyance number 2 - the IC's were loose and wrapped up in a piece of 
aluminum foil - not in foam. Two of the IC's had the pins bent right 
over. This can be a real problem if you're not very careful 
straightening them out. 


The board took about 4 hours to get assembled. Next I had to make a trip 
to Radio Shack to get the potentiometers required for the tuning and RF 
gain control. 


I did a visual inspection of the board after cleaning it with flux 
remover, measured the resistance from the IC power pins to ground to 


make sure there were no major shorts, plugged in the IC's and head 
phones and turned on the power. No smoke! 


The instructions say to use your main HF rig with the power cranked down 
into a dummy load as a signal source to align the receiver. Having just 
aquired a signal generator good down to .1 uV, I decided to use it. I 
hung a short wire off the antenna lead of the transceiver and put a clip 
lead on the sig. gen. output. I swept the generator from 9 - 11 MHz 
until I heard the signal in the qrp rig. The receiver worked! 


Using my TS430 receiver I confirmed the generator signal - 9.7 MHz. I 
removed 1 turn from L1 and this put me up to 10.107 MHz. I added a 27pF 
NPO across L1 as indicated in the instructions and got it to tune 10.1 
MHz at the low end of the tuning range. 


I followed the instructions to peak up the TX filter but when I tried to 
adjust R6 to bring the RF up to 1.5W, all I could get was 200mW. With 
power meter in line, I keyed the TX and adjusted the filter again. I was 
able to get 1.5W but I lost the sidetone. A quick check with the scope 
showed RF in the audio. I suspected pickup by the audio amp leads, so I 
moved them about, but the problem persisted. 


I sent an e-mail to Dave, NN1G asking about this problem. While waiting 
for a reply, I added RG174 from the board to the ANT connector, and ran 
twisted pair for the key and audio out lines. This time the rig peaked 
right up at 1.5W and the sidetone was fine. 


The next day I got a reply from Dave indicating that RF pickup was the 
likely cause... thanks Dave - it's great to be able to get assistance 
direct from the designer! 


The receiver works quite well (once I realized that 30M is dead in the 
evenings at this time of year!). The 2 crystal filter isn't as good as 
the filter in my NORCAL40 and I can hear a bit of the other sideband 
when tuning through strong stations, but just barely. Tuning is smooth, 
although non-linear, but this is expected with a simple varactor 
circuit. 


The lack of AGC could take some getting used to, but being used to 
Direct Conversion receivers this wasn't really a problem for me - and 
there's none of the problems associated with audio-derived agc. I used 
headphones with an in-line volume control to make life a bit easier. 


About the biggest complaint I have with the kit is that the designators 
for resistors aren't shown on the parts overlay, they're shown by value. 
The other components have the designators shown. I was trying to locate 
a specific resistor to take some measurements. I found the one I wanted 
on the schematic, but had to trace it back from a labelled component. A 


minor annoyance. 


Would I recommend the kit? 


You bet! All of the parts were there, it went together easily and worked 
right off (once I cleaned up my act with cabling), and it works well. 


You have to pay the extra cost of the 2 potentiometers, an antenna 
connector and connectors for a key and headphones, plus a case. This 
could boost the cost by about $25 if you need to buy them, but it is 
still one of the least expensive kits you can get, and you can customize 
the case the way you like. 


Now I'm just waiting till I have some time during the day, when 30M is 
active so I can have some QSO's!

Clayton - the Travel Radio by K1iBQT is basically the same design as the 
MFJ 90xx series of rigs that Rick Littlefield K1BQT had a hand in 
designing for MFJ. The "history" of the rig goes back to a number of 
designs presented in the old Ham Radio Magazine (gosh do I miss that 
publication - CQ never did justice replacing it when they bought it out - 
the CQ Comm Quarterly just doesn't cut it for me..) The only company 
that I know of that makes a kit of the Travel Radio is Radiokit - and I 
WOULD NOT recommend their kit since the quality control is poor. 


Since then there have been a number of similar designs that you may want 

to consider - Dan's Small Parts in Montana carries a kit based on the 

Dave Bensom NN1G Mark II superhet transceiver and for a more commercial 
version the Oak Hills Research Explorer is build along the Travel Radio line. 


Anyway - godd luck with your project and this qrp-1l forumn is a good

Now, as this is troubling me for future needs; other than the road kill option 


priorly posted; what else to do? 


Perhaps, reduce the heat or at least restrict the heat from the drifting 
component. Methods that come immediately to mind are small fans; but for 
portables, on battery, I can hear the howls of disgust! Then, how about 
enclosing the prone to drift part in a box of constant temperature, and 
perhaps even lined with foam to cause a long time constant for the outside 
temperature change to get in. 


Another idea borrowed from my days in the tropics: we would sometimes mount a 
lamp, or resistor damp chaser to keep the humdity from condensing in meters, 
or rigs. If the temperature could be kept constant by the drifting component, 
then that might be a way. Again, at the expense of drawing added power---but 
there is no free lunch, as this group knows. 


Finally, in desperation, I throw out the thought that one might be able to 
change a component to the temperature characteristic you need, by baking it, 
or cooling it. (This might only work for some ceramics) I vaguely remember 
something about temperature compensation being discussed either in Ham Radio 
or QST. I have pretty good files of Ham Radio from its inception to end, and 
the indexes, so I will try to find out if there are other real solutions. 
Maybe this will spur some discussion from the more knowledgeable!

Subject: NN1G SW 30-40 KIT REVIEW (long) 


Hi... 


As a result of the article in QST, November 94 and some of the comments 
on the QRP-L mailing list, I decided to order the 30M version of Dave's 
(NN1G) transceiver. I sent my money order in in late November and 
received my kit on the Dec 29. 


I opened the large envelope and found a PCB (silkscreened and solder 
masked), manual, bag of parts and 4 small envelopes with the additional 
parts that could be easily confused if mixed in with the rest. One 
envelope had the FTXX-43 cores and another the FTXX-61 cores (these are 
not color coded so are difficult to tell apart). Another envelope had 
the wire for winding the toroids and the zener diodes (taped to a sheet 
and labelled). 


I read through the manual to get an overview before starting to build 
the kit. I followed the described sequence for putting the parts on the 
board. The quality of the board was very good and all the parts went on 
without any trouble, with one exception - the small variable capacitors 
had one lead wider than the other and wouldn't fit through the hole. I 
had to enlarge two holes on the board. 


Annoyance number 1 was the parts list/silkscreen. The parts list 
doesn't give values for the resistors as these are marked on the board 
overlay in the manual, but parts designators aren't marked on the 
silkscreen. There was also one error on the silkscreen - C1 is labelled 
as C2. 


Annoyance number 2 - the IC's were loose and wrapped up in a piece of 
aluminum foil - not in foam. Two of the IC's had the pins bent right 
over. This can be a real problem if you're not very careful 
straightening them out. 


The board took about 4 hours to get assembled. Next I had to make a trip 
to Radio Shack to get the potentiometers required for the tuning and RF 
gain control. 


I did a visual inspection of the board after cleaning it with flux 
remover, measured the resistance from the IC power pins to ground to 
make sure there were no major shorts, plugged in the IC's and head 
phones and turned on the power. No smoke! 


The instructions say to use your main HF rig with the power cranked down 
into a dummy load as a signal source to align the receiver. Having just 
aquired a signal generator good down to .1 uV, I decided to use it. I 
hung a short wire off the antenna lead of the transceiver and put a clip 
lead on the sig. gen. output. I swept the generator from 9 - 11 MHz 


until I heard the signal in the qrp rig. The receiver worked! 


Using my TS430 receiver I confirmed the generator signal - 9.7 MHz. I 
removed 1 turn from L1 and this put me up to 10.107 MHz. I added a 27pF 
NPO across L1 as indicated in the instructions and got it to tune 10.1 
MHz at the low end of the tuning range. 


I followed the instructions to peak up the TX filter but when I tried to 
adjust R6 to bring the RF up to 1.5W, all I could get was 200mW. With 
power meter in line, I keyed the TX and adjusted the filter again. I was 
able to get 1.5W but I lost the sidetone. A quick check with the scope 
showed RF in the audio. I suspected pickup by the audio amp leads, so I 
moved them about, but the problem persisted. 


I sent an e-mail to Dave, NN1G asking about this problem. While waiting 
for a reply, I added RG174 from the board to the ANT connector, and ran 
twisted pair for the key and audio out lines. This time the rig peaked 
right up at 1.5W and the sidetone was fine. 


The next day I got a reply from Dave indicating that RF pickup was the 
likely cause... thanks Dave - it's great to be able to get assistance 
direct from the designer! 


The receiver works quite well (once I realized that 30M is dead in the 
evenings at this time of year!). The 2 crystal filter isn't as good as 
the filter in my NORCAL40 and I can hear a bit of the other sideband 
when tuning through strong stations, but just barely. Tuning is smooth, 
although non-linear, but this is expected with a simple varactor 
circuit. 


The lack of AGC could take some getting used to, but being used to 
Direct Conversion receivers this wasn't really a problem for me - and 
there's none of the problems associated with audio-derived agc. I used 
headphones with an in-line volume control to make life a bit easier. 


About the biggest complaint I have with the kit is that the designators 
for resistors aren't shown on the parts overlay, they're shown by value. 
The other components have the designators shown. I was trying to locate 
a specific resistor to take some measurements. I found the one I wanted 
on the schematic, but had to trace it back from a labelled component. A 
minor annoyance. 


Would I recommend the kit? 


You bet! All of the parts were there, it went together easily and worked 
right off (once I cleaned up my act with cabling), and it works well. 


You have to pay the extra cost of the 2 potentiometers, an antenna 
connector and connectors for a key and headphones, plus a case. This 
could boost the cost by about $25 if you need to buy them, but it is 
still one of the least expensive kits you can get, and you can customize 
the case the way you like. 


Now I'm just waiting till I have some time during the day, when 30M is 
active so I can have some QSO's!

Have completed building the basic Sierra kit during the last week of very 
leisurely construction. To my delight, the little jewel came up like a champ 
the first time with no troubleshooting needed. Only the second time this has 
happened with this my sixth homebrew transceiver (the other was from OHR-The 
Sprint). 


Alignment was very easy, about 30 minutes. All values were within range, so 
no toroids needed to be modified. 


Am immediately impressed with the silky QSK, and the very ample audio, which 
can easily drive a small speaker. Measured the current drain, which was 
coasting at 33-34 mAmps when receiving a loud signal into headphones. 


Power output a robust 3 watts on 40 meters. Have not aligned the other four 
band modules yet. (They're built, and ready for alignment tonight). 


Got a nice signal report from a station in Palm Beach, FL, who reported that 
the cw note was very pure. More testing with local stations tonight. 


I'll take my time making the following enhancements:

Subject: Toroid or Com'l coils? 


I have been thinking about homebrewing one of the popular 
HF transcievers, and got to thinking about all the toroids 
that they use. 


I noticed in the Digikey catalog that there are lots of 
inductors that look like possible substitutions. They have 
leaded ones that look like resistors, and surface mount 
ones. Some are wound on phenolic, iron and ferrite cores. 
There are also ones that claim to be "Shielded". It seems 
these would be smaller and less time-consuming than the 
toroids. 


Can I substitute one of these inductors of the same value 
for the toroid? 


I noticed that there is a 'Q' and frequency rating for the 
coils. How do I relate this to the toroids that only 
specify inductance?
